In reply Christ showed: thet all men are in 
tho position of.atowards, to whom God has in- 
trusted various ‘gifts and powers, and who 
are therefore-responsible to God for the use 
which they make of their trust. Those who are 
faithfnt to their trast will-recelve a reward; 
those who are unfaithful will meet with ponish- 
pent. The Saviour further gous on to empha- 
size the truth that the greater the -trust the 
greaior the responsibility. .“ Unto whomsoover 
inuch is given, of him shall. much be required;

THE QUEEN'S STATUE, 


The base of the Queen's Statue on the Praya 
which was erected tu commemorate the Diamond 
Jubilee of Her Majesty, is semi-circled with 
floral wreaths and other tributes of respect 
from Hongkong residents.. Many of the tokens 
are’ tastefnlly designed, and bear the most 
appropriate expressions of sincer* beresvoment, 
Immediately at the foot of th. statue is one 
from the Hongkong General Chamber of Com- 
merce, 8 St. George's Cross, encircled by a broad 
wreath of white chrysanthemums, so. in, the 
centre being a black velvet abipld bearing the 
letter ‘Vin gold thresd,. A Frond ak bond 
boars the words “ Hongkong General Chamber 
of Commerce.” Tho Freemasons of Hongkong 
provide a handsome wreath, of white chrysantbe-. 
mums, &c., and blue flowers in the centre. The 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers are fully represented, there 
being four wreatha from the Regiment. The 
first, with 5 broad black satin band tied ina lover's 
knot, bears the following inscription on a card: 
~ In respectful and loyal memory of our So- 
vereign Lady Queen Victoria, -from the Officers, 
2nd Bn, Koyal Welsh Fusiliers.” The second 
haa the following words: “In devoted memory 
of our Most Gracious Queon Victoris: Fromtho 
Sergoants 2nd Bn. Royal Welsh Fusiliers,” The 
third is a wreath surmounted by a St. George's 
and aSt. Audrow'sCross combined andia inscri- 
bed as follows :~— To the memory of our Beloved 
Queen Empress; From the N. U. 0.'s and 
Men of the oyal Welsh-Fusiliers.* On the left 
of these the fourth is « beantiful wreath bearing 
the words “In loving memory of our Queen, 
from the women of the Royal Welsh Fusiliors.” 
Another prominent floral offering is that of the 
Parseo Community, placod at the right side of 
the statuo by Mr. H. N. Mody, with the words 
woven in silk, “Toher, the Good Ruler, the 
Pions Queen, Obit. 22 1 1901." 

+ The Governor of Macao. with the Portuguese 
Consul-Genoral and others placed » beautiful 
wreath on tho front hase of thie Statue, 
tied with ribbons of tha Portugnese national 
colours. This wreath was pluced by Senhor 
Romano in, person, and while he was doing so 
HLE. the Governor of Macao, Lientenants 
Carvalhaes‘and Gouvés, the commander and 
officars of the cruixer Adamartor,and a large num- 
bers of the Portugucse community, who had all 
proceeded on foot to the Statue after the Memo- 
rial Service, uncovered und respectfully saluted. 

Tho “Italian Residents” have also con- 
tributed a floral offering side by side with the 
Austro-Hungarian and.German Consuls and the 
Royal Engineors. On the right front is 
token in the form of s huge floral anchor en- 
twined with a narrow black ribbon, beering in 
gold letters the names of tho different ships of 


the British: Pleot in the harbour. Another 
beantifal wreoth with palm lesvea aud a varied 
assortment of flowers tastefully arranged, and 
surrounded by a broad white satin ribbon, is 
from the German community. It hears the 
following inseription in silver, “Dem Andenken 
Lhror Hochseligen Mujestaet Koenigin Victoria 
In Ticister Ehrerbietung Gewidmot Yon Den 
Deutschen Hongkonys.”

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| FATAL FIRE IN QUEEN'S ROAD. 
Ene ae eae 
FOUR DEATHS, 

Outbreaks of fire, more or lees serions, are 
au every week occurrence in the Colony, but | 
rarely aro they attended with fatal results. 
This unfortunately cannot be eaid of an out- 
break which docurred yesterday. morning, 
shortly after six o'clock, on the firat floor of 
premises situated at 201, Queen's Road 
West, occnpied by a Chiness Inntern and 
soroll-maker, _ The highly inflammable , na- 
ture of tle stock quickly gave the fire a 
strong grip of the building, and tho flames 
spread with a rapidity that was simply amazing: 
From the immediate vicinity of the outbreak 
there arore one great shoot of fire, cansed by the 
ignition of the Chinese lanterns, which could be 
heard exploding with a report like that of FY 
whip in the hands ef a strong man, -This sud- 
den and startling development was totally un- 
jooked for, and practically out off all moans of 
escape from the floor above, which wat 
used as «a dwelling ‘hound, and. ov- 
cupied by six people—u warried woman and 
her nephew (a boy of 16), a servant girl oged 
16, 3 servant boy aged 16, and two fohie. The : 
nophew and one of the fokie, by breaking down 
a partition and clambering over the verandah. 
managed to make theix way to. an adjoining 
house and safety, being only slightly burned in 
their passage.. The noise caused by the break- 
ing down of the partition apperontly roused 
the otler inmates, but by the time they fully 
roalised the peril menacing them, the fire 
had secured.a firmer hold and now ecm- 
pletoly encircled them. .Clambering over the 
rait’ of the burning verandah, the second soli 
| jumped to the atroet, and sustained shocking: 
injuries. Both legs were broken, the bones 
projecting through the skin above the knees. 
He was picked np and conveyed to the Goveru- 
ment Civil Heypital, where he died soon after 
admission. The Fira Brigade, under Captain 
Superintendent May, was sarly in attendance,. 
bat the flames, as already stated, had. ob- 
tained such.a firm hold that all the brigade 
vould do was to prevent their spreading, 
in which. happily. ‘they: were entirely succeus-. 
ful, althongh the flames had obtained 
slight hold of the houses on each side. . The’ 
whele place, oye-witnerses say, seomed to go 
up in one’ great blaze, and there was harily 
any smoke. When tho outbreak had oyontualiy ” 
heen overcome. on the verandah were found the 
bodies of the woman and the servant girl and . 
boy, They were not greatly burned, and death 
was apparently due to suffocation. Tho bodies 
were removed to the ‘mortuary, whero they 
await identificalicon, Thy first and second 
floors were gutted, but the shop itself. 
emerged comparati:cly asfe, the ‘greater 
part of ihe damage resulting there being 
osused by water. The premises are ensured for . 
$1,700 with Messrs, Hotz, s' Jacob & Co. 

The only thoory the police at present hold 
regatding the origin of tho tire is that someone 
had careleksly thrown Chiness crackers amongst 
the lanterns ‘stored on the verandah from one 
of the houses in the vicinity, which overlook 
the building. Arson, from the ‘fatal reanite 
attending the outbreak, is not suspected, 
Strange to say, Saturday, when the shop was 
closed out. of reupoct to the memory of tho late 
Queen, was the first day that these lanterns 
were stored on the verandah. Thoy sre usugily 
hung in long -rews outside the shop, - bat 
for convenience on the day in question they 
were temporarily stored in the place indicated,

operations in North Ching... As oon as tho 
order was given by, tho British Admiral the 
work. was pushed forvard with all wpeed. 
We now learn from a Peking correspondent 
who writes tothe Globe, that suddenly, 
without warning, ‘Villard, the Senior Naval 
Officer, gave orders, acting un@er a telogram 
from the admiralty, sent to Admiral Braco, 
in commend off Taku, to-suspend sll opora- 
tions. Needless te say, the order was ro- 
ceived by those who were making every effort 
to complete thes work with something little 
short of dismay. It was well known that the 
officers of the Allied armies were anxious to seo 
the works completed, although for the moment 
the causs of their interest was not so apparent, 
as it was the British Gorernment that had 
secured a lease of the port. Atlast the couse of! 
the sudden order from Downing Street has been 
explained. , It appears that the other Powers did 
not like the iden of Great Britain leasing thin 
port, which isbeing mode by British workmen 
and British capital. They wanted to have. 
the we of it also, and it-is evident that :v- 
long 4s. pourparlers wore passing, it wax 
decided to euspend operations. It now ‘trans- 
pires that, while the British Goverument retains 
authority over the port (whatever that- may 
come to), the Allies are to be allowed to use it 
and are’ to ghare the cost of the lease.

The 
Hongkong and “Whampea Dock Company ix 
perimps typical of this class of company, com- 
ining rood Enstern management with enlarged 
Eastern ideas, aud avoiding the fussy and often 
ignorant intorferonce of'a home Board. There 
is nol necessity to refer here to the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation." B: 
its dividends shall yo know it, and it affor 
another proof, if proof were needed, of the 
great advantages accruing from local know- 
ledge, ‘and we may add, local b&cking np. It 
is one of the beat examples of Eastern co-opera-
